Sherbrooke' 
students strike 
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Celemenski wins in ASUS 



"Arbciter von alien Landern 
vcreinigt euch!" (Prolyetarii 
vsyekh stran, soyedinaytyess!) 
This was the jubilant response 
of Michel Celemenski upon find- 
ing out that he had been elected 
President of the Arts and Sci- 
ence Undergraduate Society by 
a sweeping majority vote. 

The final tally reported last 
night indicated that 828 students 
managed to wander to the polls 
and cast their votes: 513 for 
Celemenski. 200 for Alan Zis- 
man, and 115 spoiled ballots. 
Shelley Brown captured 392 
votes to win the ASUS Vice- 
Presidency over George Pol- 
lack, who received 236 votes, 
and Mar>' Saul, who received 79. 

In fact, the combined slate of 
Shelley Brown, ElKabeth Gluck- 
stal, running for Treasurer, and 
Ellen Waxman, '>f6r f Secretary, 
swept up the remaining execu- 
tive positions. Elizabeth Gluck- 
stal managed to overwhelm her 
only opponent, Marsha Fine, by 
513 votes to 201. The race for 
Secretary was slightly tighter, 
with the breakdown of votes as 
follows: the winner Ellen Wax- 
man with 391 votes. Loren Hicks 
with 139, Larry Tansey with 103, 
and Sonny Narod with 01. 

The ASUS by-elections also 
resulted In a victory for Shelley 



Brown, who received 411 votes 
to Midiael Sterlin's 24« Anna- 
Ice Yassie was re-elected Ul 
representative, while Mark Cho- 
dos was chosen as El represen- 
tative. 

ASUS President -elect Michel 
Celemenski seemed pleased 
about the student response in 
the election: "I hope that the 
large turnout in yesterday's 
election represents an endorse- 
ment by the students of next 
year's ASUS. I take this as a 
'' vote of confidence and will do 
the utmost to make it a viable 
sh"ucture." 

Upon being asked whether he 
approved of the executive mem- 
bers with whom he will share 
his responsibility, he replied, 
"1 am looking forward to working 
with the people I was elected 
with. I am sure they are as en- 
thusiastic about the results as 
lam." 

He further commented, "If 
there is one thing that I have 
learned during this election, it's 
that Alan Zisman is a gentleman 
and a scholar and a man of im- 
peccable character and integri- 
ty" 

To which Alan Zisman coun- 
tered, "Much as 1 regret losing, 
it was a hard fight, but a clean 
one." 



The struggle of Quebec stu- 
dents against new university fee. 
regulations has spread to the 
University of Sherbrooke. Stu- 
dents there have gone on strike 
till they receive "a satisfactory 
response from the administrati- 
ve council concerning the ques- 
tion of tuition fees." 

Meanwhile, at the Université 
du Quebec à Montreal (UQAM), 
despite repeated attempts by the 
administration to break the stu- 
dents' strike over fees, the strug- 
gle continues. The teachers' 
and non-academic employees' 
unions are still supporting stu- 
dent demands |}y not co-operating 
with the administration's back- 
to- work order. 

According to Louis Fill, pre- 
sident of the teachers' union, 
"The administration of UQAM 
cannot make its employees and 
teachers responsible for a re- 
turn to normal functioning of the 
university as long as there is not 
a negotiated end to the conflict." 

During this week, there have 
been no classes at the university, 
although the police and the courts 



have been used in attempts, to 
crush the students' resistance. 

Teachers have held information 
sessions on the situation instead 
of teaching their regular classes. 
Students are visiting CEGEPs to 
give first-hand information on 
the strike, whose outcome will 
affect the younger students in a 
year or two at most. 

The latest tactic of the UQAM 
administration is to hint that 
students in certain sectors of the 
university will lose the term 
while others will be allowed to 
return and finish the year without 
penalty. In other words, ^if cer- 
tain groups of students return 
to classes, the university will 
reward them for selling out their 
fellow Students. 

But the determination of the 
students to continue the struggle 
has increased. For example, 
after the vicious attack on. 
picketers by the police last 
Thursday and the back-to-classes 
injunction Uiat followed, Monday 
night's general .assembly of 
students was the largest and most
